Stricken Area 
Gets More 
Rainfall

More rain fell today on the flood 
stricken areas of Indiana and Illi- 
nois increasing 
the danger 
of 


fresh breaks in weakened dikes. 
The rain belt which covered the 
water-soaked areas along the Indi- 
ana-Illinois boundary lino extend- 
ed from central Texas to the lower 
Ohio valley. It spread northward to 
the flood region. Rain during the 
early morning shours was reported 
moderate in most sections. 
The 
forecast was for rain through most 
of the day. Rising temperaures 
also were predicted. 


The mild weather was in pros- 
pect for most of the Midwest but 
«a.new-batch of cold air was,on the 
way. Temperaures 
were - above 


normal from the gulf to Lake Sup^ 
erior. the icy blasts already had 
moved in from northwest Canada 
and spread over 
Montana 
and 
North Dakota. Temperatures drop- 
ped to 18 below zero at Cut Bank 
Mont, and to 8 below a Minot 
N. D. The cold was expected 
to 
spread over the north central re- 
gion by tonight and tomorrow. 
Indiana's biggest river the Wa- 
bash spilling out over farmlands 
and .highways was expected 
to 
crest late tonight or early Friday 
at Vincennes. But the 20000 resi- 
dents in the southwestern Indiana 
city were told it would not be as 
high as had been expected. 
Army engineers said they had 
men and equipment available to 
cope with a 30-foot crest. Weather 
Bureau Chief Paul A. MilUjr of In- 
dianapolis revised his crest predic- 
tion downward to 27 or 27 1-2 feet. 
Flood danger appeared rising al 
Hazleton 14 miles south of Vin- 
cennes as the White river 
Wabash tributary lapped at the 30- 
foot mark. The small community 
was partly under water.

and return 
to 
capitalism".

If the decision is that socialisni 
shall be continued in power it in 
all probability will mean that this 
ism has come to stay indefinitely. 
Socialism could bo thrown out now 
becaus it hasn't had time to sink 
its roots and get a firm grip on 
the country.

omy of the nation that a turning 
back would be difficult. 


That is to say, if the Conserva- 
tives under leadership of Winston 
Churchill are to regain power, they

Five years hence will be 
too late.

the ways. Which road is she likely 
to take? Well, the ' prophets are

bling in their beards. Independent 
observers, .think the., election will 
be closo.

i and canny, we avoid predictions. 
However, the winning side

likely to be the one which the rank 
and file think will do most for the 
welfare of the home and family.

terms of security of the family. 
That feeling is so pronounced that 
he will cling .to a job which pays 
a small wage but is lasting, rather 
than take a chance on highly paid 
work which isn't certain to last.

I tired at 23 and died at 24 (an age 
c o m p a r able to 70 for 
human 
beings). 


Midnight's

was to lunge high, come down with 
a bang on his front feet, kicking 
out with his hind legs and tossing 
his head back at the same time.
